PURE PERUVIAN GUANO.—The fol- 
lowing editorial notices are from the 
two leading agricultural newspapers 
of New York City: 

Peruvian Guano.—We have, sev- 
eral times during the past year, cail- 
ed the attention of our readers to the 
adulteration of guanos, and condemn- 
ed the practice as it should be. We 
now bring to their notice the card of 
R. Baleazar, whose business we have 
investigated. Among the best of 
pure guanos is that imported from 
Peru, under the auspices of the Peru- 
vian Government. Mr. Balcazar is 
in direct communication with the 
agents of that Government, and is 
enabled to supply that guano, una- 
dulterated, full 2,240 pounds to the 
ton, directly to consumers, thus sav- 
ing the profits of middlemen. He 
will also ship in small or large quan- 
tities from the seaport nearest to the 
locality of the consumer, thus saving 
no ineconsiderable amount of freight. 
Mr. Baleazar claims that by the above 
plan he can furnish consumers with 
pure guano at rates very much lower 
than they are now paying for it.— 
Rural New Yorker

The Senate met at the usual hour, 
Lieut.

Mr. Morehead, of Guilford, 
from the same Committee, reported 
favorably on the bill to amend sec. 
2, chapter 24, of Battle’s Revisal.

32, of the Revised Code. 

Mr. Avera, from the Committee on 
Enrolled bills, several bills as correct- 
ly enrolled, and also from the Com- 
mittee on Propositions and Grievan- 
ces, reporting favorably on the bill 
creating an Inspector tor the city of 
Wilmington. 

Mr. ‘Todd, from the Judiciary, re 
ported favorably on the bill in rela- 
tion to Franklin eounty. 

Resolutions Adopted. 


The resolution in favor of Samuel 
Cabe, of Macon county, called up by 
Mr. Love passed its readings. 

A resolution appointing J. Turner 
Morehead, of Rockingham county, 
amenmber of the Board of Public 
0 eee was taken up and consid- 
ere 

Mr. Morehead said he was not an 
advocate of thrusting new honors 
upon him, and hoped the Senate 
would not vote for the resolution on 
account of personal feelings, etc. 

Messrs. Eliis, of Columbus, and 
Murphy stated that the nomination 
Was by the Committee unani- 
inously and the question now betore 
the Senate, the aduption Of the reso- 
lution, Wassomething Mr. Morehead 
had nothing todo with. The resolu- 
tion was adopted unanimously with 
the exception of Mr. Morehead, who 
voted in the negative. 


Rules Suspended.

Special Order. 


At 12 o’clock the revenue bill was 
taken up as the special order and 
considered by sections on its first 
reading. 

The only amendments that were 
adopted was the one proposed by Mr.

WE REPUBLISH for the purpose of 
directing public attention to it, the 
following sketch of the essay recently 
read before the New York Historical 
Society by Professor WELLING, the 
President of Columbian University 
of that city. In answering the in- 
quiry of our friend of the Norfolk 
Virginian, ‘* What will North Caro- 
lina say ?”’? we have only to remark, 
without intending to enter into the 
discussion of the question at all, that 
North Carolina has never had a sha- 
dow of an idea of relinquishing her 
property in the Mecklenburg Declara- 
tion. Her people regard its validity as 
established beyond successful contro- 
versy. ‘This is not the first instance 
of hostile criticism. Only a few 
months ago an earnest discussion of 
the subject was had in our State pa- 
pers. The result of every attack has 
been to strengthen the claim of tie 
Declaration to authenticity.  Pro- 
fessor WELLING says: 


The resolutions which have been 
termed the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence of the people of Mecklenburg 


| first appear in a narative, purporting 


to have been written contemporary 
with the event, which was published 
in the Raleigh Register of April 30, 
1819. The narrative itself is dated 
immediately after the event, and 
chronicles the assembly of a conven- 
tion at the county seat, at the call of 
the commander of the local militia. 
This convention passed resolutions 
declaring that the inherent and ina- 
lienable rights ef man had been 
violated by Crown and  Parilia- 
ment, and forthwith dissolved al- 
legiance to the home government, 
and i s laws or commissions, and de- 
clared that the people of Mecklen- 
burg were and of right ought to be 
free and independent. As all previ- 
ous laws and commissions were ab- 
rogated by this action, the same were 
re-enacted under the authority of the 
people, and to this declaration the 
members of the convention pledged 
themselves, their lives, their fortantes 
and their sacred honor. The narra- 
tive explained the absence of an 

documentary evidence in 1819 by the 
fact that the book containing the 
record had been burned. Immedi- 
ately after the publication Jobn 
Adams charged Jetferson with mani- 
fest plagiarism in drafting the Decla- 
ration of 1776. He afterwards with- 
drew the charge,and it is easily 
proven that the parts of the resolu- 
tions which resemble the Declaration 
are to be found in the resolutions in- 
troduced by Richard Henry Lee J uly 
25, 1776, on whom the charge justly 
rests, if at all. The entire subject 
was investigated by the Legislature 
of North Carolina in 1831, and a com- 
mittee of that body obtained the tes- 
timony of fourteen witnesses of the 
event in support of the authenticity 
of the narrative. Their testimony 
was used by Dr. Hawkes in a paper 
read before this society in 1851. This 
evidence, however, was not entirely 
satisfactory, as it was given after an 
Interval of from forty-five to fifty- 
five years. New light was thrown 
upan the whole subject when in 18 8 
Peter Force, of Washington, discov- 
ered a series of resolutions passed by 
the people of Mecklenburg May 3i, 
1775,and widely published at thetime. 


They are twenty in number and re- 


tions. Inhabited by a people famed then 
the facet that though he was inti- 


cite in a preamble the fact that his 
majesty and the Parliament had in 
February last declared the colonies in 
a state of rebellion. ‘Wherefore itis 
resolved that all laws and commis- 
sions emanating from that source are 
abrogated.”” The resolutions aimed 
to construct a provisional condition 
of affairs, subject to the action of the 
General Congress or until the gov- 
ernment of Great Britain should re- 
sign its arbitrary authority. All 
which is by no means a definite dec- 
laration of independence. That the 
evidence collected by the Legislature 
of North Carolina was an attempt to 
reproduce from memory these resolu- 
tions is proved by the facts which 
those wilnesses mention as occurring 
at the meeting of May 20th. The 
purchase of munitions of war by a 
commnittee and the names of the secre- 
cary of the meeting all appear in the 
resolutions, ‘They were printed 
fro South Carolina to  Massa- 
ehusetts within month or 
two, but the resolutions of May 
wih, W774, are not mentioned by any 
contemporary, John Adams, in a 
letter, founds his disbelief in them on 


mately associated with one of the 
North Carolina members in the Gen- 


— 


eral Congress at that time, and Knew 
them all, there did not a word escape 
them on the subject. They are not 
mentioned in the correspondence of 
Iredell and other prominent North 
Carolinians of the time, and it isa 
matter of record that the adjoining 
county of Rowan passed resolutions 
pledging the people of Mecklenbur 
to the common support of the lega 
succession of the House of Hanover, 
a eourse incon¢eivable if Mecklen- 
burg had declared itself independent. 
The resolutions of May 18, 1775, were 
transmitted by the royal Governor to 
Lord Dartmouth, the British Secre- 
tary of State, as surpassing all the 
horrid and treasonable utterances of 
the time, although they are couched 
in milder terms than the so-called 
resolutions of May 20. 
were not a declaration of independ- 
ence but an endeavor to meet the ne- 
cessities of the period when all pre- 
vious forms and authorities had 
lapsed. The discovery of an expe- 
dient to bridge the disorganization of 
the time was the problem which ex- 
ercised the mindscf all. In its ac- 
tion Mecklenburg anticipated every 
other colony, and this fact gave the 
resolutions the exaggerated impor- 
tunee which they seein to possess in 
the testimony already alluded to. So 
far was the action of the county from 
a Deelaration of Independence that 
we are forced to accuse its citizens of 
apostacy and moral perjury if this was 
the ease. The provincial legislature 
met the next August, four of the 
men most prominently connected 
with the so-called declaration of May 
20 were elected to it, but they all 
signed a “‘test’’ which professed alle- 
giance to the King. Ata later day 
they ordered the common hangman 
to burn a proclamation of the Gov- 
ernor charging disloyalty upon them, 
and in Septemberit was noted that 
a confederation of the colonies was 
not to be desired except in the last 
extremity, and an ultra loyal address 
was voted to the King. In the face 
of these facts, it brings only a reve- 
nue of shame to the citizensof Meck- 
lenburg to support the truth of this 
fabricated declaration of May 20, 
which they so signally repudiated by 
their subsequent acts. 


An exchange thus facetiously does 
up aday’s election in England: ‘‘Offi- 
cial returns of the killed and wound- 
ed in the English elections yesterday 
are not complete, but indicate a 
heavy loss of life on both the Liberal 
and Conservative sides. The loss in 
the engagement at Wittenham is not 


known. Several on both sides were 
wounded. There was fighting all 


along the line in the _ potteries of 
Staffordshire. Askirmish at Handy 
resulted in one killed and many 
wounded. Atthe battleof Askeaton, 
in the Limerick, three were killed— 
wounded not counted.”’ 


We are indebted to the Newbury- 
port /fera/ld for a curious bit of phil- 
ology. It appears that ‘‘a tinker's 
dam is not profanity but simply an 
inclosure made, commonly of bread, 
around the whole he mended, that 
the melted solder may be retained 
till it cools offaround the metal. Aft- 
ter being subjected to this process, 
the bread is burned and spol, and 
is a fittting type of utter worthless- 
ness.’”’ This isone of those instan- 
ces not uncommon in which the cor- 
rupted phrase is quite as forcible and 
fitting as the original—tinkers usual- 
ly being vagabond persons to whose

Under the above heading, the Wil- 
inington Journal of a recent date 

friend ateur elbow asks: 
would our Western friends like to 
nave the Carolina Central Railway 
‘ompany take charge of the West- 
ern North Carolina and complete it 
‘> Tennessee and Western connec- 
tions With the same life and active 
cuergetie effort that they are usin 
in completing their line to Charlotte? 
‘the only road that has not ceased 
operations of construction during the 
iate finaneial panic 

‘We are assured that if the consol- 
idation plans fail to make a great 
Railway to the West this new and 
tive company will do it, if the line 
can be seeured from Salisbury to Old 
fort at a fair price and no change of 
vange will be made, but the old 
North Carolina gauge maintained, 
‘ius giving the Western trader and 
farmer the choice of markets to the 
seaboard. 

“Wesee no reason for retaining 
the power in the Consolidation Act 
to change gauge atany time. Should 
the Directors see fit to exercise it, the 
entire system of North Carolina 
Railways is disconnected for what?

Ww. Gerand,a well known 
atte New York, is dead. 
The National Grange Council held 
a business session of Saturday, when 
the call of States was resumed. On 
motion of Master Porter, of Nebras- 
ka, a committee on statistical crop 
reports and a committee on Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws were appointed. 
The evening session was devoted to 
the conferring of the sixth degree on 
Masters of State Granges and their 
wives, being the only persons entitled 
to receive it. 
A Washington despatch says Capt. 
General Jouvellars orders cover two 
es of the official gazette. The state 
of the insurrection and the reasons for 
its continuance is given. Peaceable 
citizens can ‘ive tranquilly under the 
laws as long as they do not infringe 
on them. The entire island is de- 
clared in a state of siege. Rebels and 
persons accused of sedition are to be 
court martialed ; other offenders are 
to be tried by ordinary tribunals or 
court martials at Jouvellars’ discre- 
tion. One volunteer from ten 1s or- 
dered for active duty. All between 
the age of 10 and 45, not volunteered 
on the lst of February, are to be en- 
rolled as militia,no one liable to draft

A bill for the relief of the East 
Tennessee University, appropriating 
$15,000 to compensate that institution 
for property belonging to it occupied 
and destroyed by the federal army 
during the late war, was taken up. 

Wadleigh, of New Hampshire, 
said the property was taken posses- 
sion of by Federal troops, not as a 
military necessity, but as a matter of 
convenience, and he thought the 
claim a just one. — bill was pass- 
ed, yeas 49, nays 20. 

The bankrupt bill was resumed. 
An amendment abolishing the Re- 
gister in Bankruptcy was rejected. 

An amendment authorizing Nota- 
ries Public to take depositions passed. 

An amendmeat authorizing the 
assignee to bring suits for sums less 
than $500, unless the Court having 
charge of case should order other- 
wise, was adopted. 

Gordon, of Gia., introduced a bill to 
a.nend the internal revenue laws. 
It provides that all provisions of law 
heretofore existing in relation to the 
imposition of stamps upon written 
instruments and all penalties imposed 
by law for the omision or failure to 
stamp such instruments, as bear date 
prior to the establishment of revenue 
districts in the States engaged in the 
rebellion, be repealed. It further pro- 
vides that the timeallowed for stam p- 
ing of deeds, mortgages and other pa- 
pers, which bear date since the,estab- 
lishment of said revenue districts, be 
extended to the day of 
loi —, any Judge or Justice of the 
Peace in said insurrectionary States 
may attach stamps heretefore re- 
quired upon said documents, and the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
is authorized to furnish stamps for 
such purpose to the order of the Pres- 
ident or Cashier of any nationai 
bank upon a certificate of deposit in 
such bank. The bill is prefaced by 
a preamble declaring that in the late 
insurrectionary States, during the 
war, it was impossible to procure the 
revenue stamps required by law to be 
attached to deeds, mortgages and 
other papers intended tobe recorded. 
The bill was referred to Committee 
on Finance. 

HovuseE.—Bills were introduced re- 
ducing posiage to two cents; repeal- 
ing taxes on whiskey and tobacco ; 
two bills by White and Bell, of 
Georgia, granting aid to the Atlantic 
and Great Western Company; by 
Stone, of Missouri, for the construc- 
tion of the St. Phillip Canal; by 
Vance, of North Carolina, to incorpo- 
rate branches of the contemplated 
Southern Trans-Continental Rail- 
way, under the name and style of the 
North Carolina, South Carolina and 
Georgia Extension Railway : It pro- 
vides tor the consolidation of the 
North Carolina Western, N. C., 
Wilmington, Charlotte and Ruther- 
ford, and theSpartanburg and Union 
Railroads. The bonds of the Com- 
pany, at 6 per cent., to be endorsed by 
the State of North Carolina and the 
Treasurer of the United States. 

Coburn, of Indiana, offered a reso- 
lution declaring it to be the sense of 
the House that Congress should not 
adjourn until some measures are en- 
acted providing for a reform in the 
present system of the currency ; also 
on the subject of transportation, and 
for a more econoniical administration 
of the Government. The rules were 
suspended and the resolution was 
adopted without the yeas and nays. 

Smith, of Ohio, moved to suspend 
the rules and adopt the resolution 
declaring it to be within the consti- 
tutional power of Congress, by law, 
so to regulate commerce a the 
States as to protect that portion of 
internal commerce, which is among 
the several States, from all unjust or 
oppressive toll :,'axes,discriminations 
or other burdens, whether imposed 
by railroad companies or by conpo- 
rations or by other common carriers, 
and that the present condition and 
magnitude of the commerce among 
the States demand the prompt and 
wise exercise of those powers and 
duties. Carried, yeas 120, nays 64. 

Adjourned. 

Representative Smith, of North 
Carolina, introduced in the House 
to-day a bill proposing to abolish all 
internal revenue taxes on whiskey 
and tobacco, and to collect the equiva- 
lent amount of income by means of 
increased duties on imported goods. 
The bill was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Meuns. 

The Committee on Privileges and 
Elections heard Sykes vs. Spencer to- 
day. Spencer claimed that’ the 
Democrats offered to elect him Sena- 
tor if he would break up the Court- 
house Legisiature. His plea makes 
no allusion to the alleged bribery.

Senator Gordon’s bill amendatory 
of the revenue laws will give relief 
t» the people if it passes. It provides 
forthe repeal of all penalities im- 
posed for failure to offixed revenue 
stamps to deeds, mortgages and _ pa- 
pers of record in the South prior to 
the organization of the revenue dis- 
tricts in that section, and embraces 
the whole of the Southern States. It 
also extends the time for stamping 
all papers bearing date since the or- 
ganization of these revenue districts, 
and allows the stamps to be attached 
in the presence of a Judge of a Su- 

rior Court or Court of Ordinary or 
ustice of the Peace, so as to perfect 
and quiet titles. Prominent Repub- 
licans, it is said, will support the bill,
